with the aid of their school principals for qualities of leadership set up 
their jown miniature city, county and state governments and learn to adminis- 
trate them according to the rules and procedures set by actual state and 
local law,.

FronTGirls-State^two^Senators are selected to represent their con- 
stituents at GIRLS NATION, sponsored the nation 1 s_capital in^^y^by^the^— — - 
national organization of the American Legion Auxiliary. 

1962 GIRLS NATION tkll be held at American University,. rJuly 29^- Aug. 4. 

GIRLS NATION, in its first three days, will organize political parties, 
the "JS^tionalists" and the "Federalists" (with the aid of practical adyice from 
representatives of both the Democratic and Republican National, Committees) hold 
national^ conventions for the nomination of candidates, climax campaigns with a 
"national election" and install the winners in office. 

From this point on, Girls Nation moves in a dual roie: As a Senate, 
which meets to enact legislation, and also, as a government administration, 
complete with elected and appointed officials. Girls Nation will then visit 
The White House and learn first-hand how the federal government functions 
through briefing sessions on Capitol Hill and at various government Departments 
including those of Justice, Defense and State. 

Next fall, when the girls return to high school as seniors, they will 
report to their classmates (as well as to local civic, church and fraternal 
clubs) on what they have .experienced* and learned as delegates to GIRLS STATE 
and to GIRLS NATION. By summer's end, the American Legion Avk iliary Tthus will 
have added 17,000 to the £44,000 girls so far trained as knowledgeable and 
experienced citizens^ through this program.

Additionally, it is noted 
that when this paragraph from the 1958 "preliminary draft report 11 - actually was 
published in the official February, 1959, report, the statistics were deleted. In 
view of these facts, and in view of the fact that these statistics appear in a 1958 
"preliminary draft report" which does not have ABA approval or endorsement, and 
which the ABA. has not disseminated, it is felt paragraph two onjpage 14 of the 
Director^ American Legion^speech should read: 

"During the last 30 years, the United States has 
participated in hundreds of meetings with the 
communists —Teheran, Yaltay Potsdam, Panmunjom 
and Geneva.

It is highly unlikely there would be a tie between the two top 
shooters in the class, "but if such should' happen, a shoot-off could be 
arranged over one of the regular courses. 

The Training Division recommends, as previously indicated, 
that this award, if adopted, be given to the best all-around shot in the class 
because almost invariably such is the determination for making an award in 
firearms competition. Even though the National Academy class members are 
subjected tojirearms training in our curriculum strictly for training purposes, 
it cannot be ignored that there is a certain amount of competition involved among 
members of the class in this phase of training. That competitive spirit is just 
another factor which causes a police officer to make every effort to increase 
his proficiency in the handling and utilization of the weapons required in his 
chosen profession.

National Commander Jimmy Powers of theLegion, on.the night, 
of February 12, 1963, spoke in Chicago, Illinois, at the American Legion 
Annual Law and Order Banquet. There were approximately 4, 000 people present. 

In his address, Powers made a considerable number of 
commendatory remarks regarding the Director and the FBI. The National
